ward, and-as a Crowne by Us aimed at in all our labours ; ant 
doe wiſh it fo paſſionately, that for the obtaining thereof, no 
meanes have been left unatrempred, ſo farre as it was conſiftent 
with Our Royall Digaity, being urgent even with the Spaniſh 
Partie to name a place upon Our Frontier where Commiſſioners 
of both Kingdomes might be ſent with a fall power to Treat : 
And being now reſolved to name one of Oar Officers of che 
Parliament of Pars to be a Commiſſioner for that Treaty, 

We: have therefore thought fit to uſe all meanes that can be 
expeRed from the goodnefle and wifdome-of a PRINCE for 
ſtopping ghe current of ſo great an evil,even in ts very birth,that 
" ſo Oar Snbjects may in peace and quietnefle enjoy thoſe many 

favours and benekts they have-received from Our grace and 
goodneſke, as it is at large expreſſed in the D-clarations by Us 
made in Oftober lalt ; as alſo thoſe before. made in ay & Fwly, 
before which, We will have to be executed in every point and 
clauſe thereof according to the true meaning, ſave onely for the 
Loanes which we ſhall be forced to make for the preſent necef- 
ities of the State, as it will be ſpecitied hereafter, - _ © - +

For theſe Cauſes,( after that Our Court of Parliament, with 
the Inhabitants of Our good City.of Parts, have done thoſe ſub- 
miſſions and tokens of obedience as We conld deſire from them, 
with' their proteſtations of fidelity to Our ſervice : ) Know you 
that by the advice of the Queen Regent Our ( moſt honoured 
Lady ) Mother ; of Our molt deare and welbeloved Uncle the 
Dake d' Orleans ; of Our molt deare and welbeloved Coſen the 
Prince of Cone ; and of Our ccrtaine knowledge, full power, 
and Royall authority : | 

| Article TI. 

We have faid and declared, doe fay and declare, by theſe pre- 
ſents ſigned by Us : We will, and Onr pleaſure is, That all De- 
crees, Orders, Ordinances, Commiſlions granted, -or any thing 
eltc Ated by Ons ſaid Conre of Parliament, the-Court of Alder- 
men, or any other whatſoever done fince the 6t, of Zanwary laft 
paſt, are declared. void and null; as alſo the Adts, Treatics, 
Letters, Deeds, or any thing clſe whatſoever done concerni 
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theſe - preſent Troubles, untill the date of this preſent Declara- 
tion; ſo that for any thing ſo ated, or done, none ſhall be 
troubled or moleſted, neither to make any uſe thereof againſt any 
Perſon whatſoever thereby to doe Us any prejudice, or to the 
diſturbance of the Stare : Nevertheleſle, it is agreed, that all ſuch 
Judgments made, or given betwixt Partie and Partie, they being 
preſent, whether it be Civill or Criminall, or eMe, with Our At- 
tourney Generall touching particular Cauſes : Likewiſe all the 
adjudicatories and admiſſion of Officers, as alfo that concerning 
Officers created in the yeare, 1635. {hall remaine in force, 
Article 1T. 

* Likewiſe, ſhall remaine null and of none cffeR, all Decrees 
made in Our Counſell Table, as alfo any Declarations publiſhed 
by authority of the ſame, alſo Letters of the Signet granted a- 
bour theſe preſent Troubles fince the 6. of 7a»: laſt unto the date 
of this preſent : And conſequently We Ordain, that all Uniting, 
entring into League and Aﬀociation, or whatſoever elſe may be 
done or negotiated touching the premiſes as well within as with- 
out Our Kingdome,whether thoſe that are entred in ſuch Confe- 
deracy have had any-correſpondency with Strangers, have given 
them any help or aſſiſtance , whether they have taken up Armes 
with them,or ſided in any wiſc; alſo have made Our Townes and 
Burroughs to take up Armes, and to receive them, and counte- 
nance them ; yea, thoſe that have furniſhed them with proviſi- 
ons: and generally any manner of Perſon or Perſons whatſo- 
ever that have had any hand, or participated to this buſineſle, 
whether they have Aed by the ſpecial! Ocders of Our moſt 
deare and welbeloved Coſen the Prince of Conty, or any other 
' Princes, Dakes, Peeres, Officers of the Crowne, Prelats, Lords, 
Gentlemen, Cities, Townes, and Country ; that neither Our a- 
foreſaid Coſen the Prince of {ox:9,or any other Prince, Duke,&c. 
or thoſe by them employed in the ſaid negotiations of what qua- 
lity and condition whatſoever, ſhall not, and may not for time 
to come be moleſted or troubled in any wiſe ; bur all things fo 
aRed and done to remaine void and of none effeR, even as if it 
had never been done : alſo for any thing afted concerning Ar- 
mies, raiſing of Men, taking up of Money, either of priyate Per- 


' ſons, or publique Treaſury, the carrying away of moveHle goods: 
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& ſelling” them afterwards ; 'the like for Plate, Ordnance, Arms, 
Ammunition and Proviſion, no reſtitution to be made or ſought 
for, bur onely of ſuch things as will be found in being and not 
yet ſold : Afemblies and: Private meetings :a5. well within the 
Townes as in the Country, taking up Armes, Arreſting and Im- 
priſoning ſeverail Perſons, taking of Townes, Calttes, Strong- 
holds, whether it was by a ſpeciall Order or otherwiſe ; and this 
ro be till the day that Our Declaration be publiſhed in Pars, and 
for thoſe that are more remote three daies after it is. publiſhed; 
in their reſpeive places.of abode. Furthermore, Our will. and 
pleaſare is, That Our aforeſaid Coſen the Prince of Conty,and all 
other Princes, Dakes, Peeres, &c. without any exception what- 
ſoever, who have in any waies Acted or Agicated in the buſineſls 
aforelaid, {hall be reſtored into all their. goods, honours, digni- 
ries, preheminencies, prerogatives, Places of cruſt, Governonrs:of 
Townes, Offices, and Benefices, even in the ſame manner as they 
were the 6. of 7anuary laſt palt : Likewiſe, that the Marqueſle of 
Neirmonftier, Earle of Fieſque, de Laigne, Saint Thar, la Sauvuetat, 
and 1a Bowlaye;alfo that any one that hath taken up Arms by rea- 
ſon of theſe preſent Troables ſhall be paid by us of any debts 
jultly 'dne to them, provided that'the Prince of Cory, or any 
other whatſoever ſhall upon the publication thereof lay downe 
their Armes, as likewiſe renounce nato all Treaties, Aſſociations, 
Confederacies made in'or about theſe preſent Troubles, as well 
within as without our Kingdome. . - | -- $914

. And by reaſon that the firſt payments made of the Taxes and 
Farmes is not made unto Us, or paid into Our Exchequer  - but 
after four or five Months are expired of each yearc thay. is begun, 
and that Our preſent neceſſity forceth Us to ſeek ſome totirſe 
for having preſent Monies, Therefore We Qrdaine, that during 
the yeares 1649. & 1650. onely, there may be taken by way of 
Loane the ſumme of twelve Millions of Livers per anz#m2, in caſe 
the preſent occaſion and exigencie of our affaires doth: ſo require 
ſt ; yet that none of Our SubjeRts ſhall be compelled thereunto, 
neither ſhall thoſe Monies ſo taken np be turned to any other 
uſe then for the preſent occaſion, none being put for the pay» 
ment of thoſe debts by Us formerly contracted : And forthe 
raiſing of the Monies, that it ſhall be firſt upon the Cities:and 
great Townes with the Country adjacent, there being gaod and 
ſufficient ſecurity ; given by the: Parties that pay the ſaid Monies, 
co pay it into Qur Exchequer, and a confideration of 8: per cenr, 
for-the Uſe of their Monies, and to be punRually paid at the 
time agreed upon, -they being appointed upon. the :generalb re- 
ceipt of the: Taxes, which from henceforth ſhall not:beputin:the 
way ofa Monopolie, neither {hiall any other receive:it but ſuch as 
are the K1NnG's ordinary Officers.

change every And having duely conſidered the many Remonſtrances which 
ix Months, |, ve been made unto Us from time to time by our Parliament 
of Roan touching the abolition of the Semeſtre eſtabliſhed there- 
in, We have therefore by theſe preſents, annulled, ſuppreſſed, 
and aboliſhed the faid Semeſtre by:Us eſtabliſhed according to 
Our Proclamation to that effc& heretofore publiſhed, and con- 
ſequently all Offices of Preſidents or Counſefours ſo made for. 
merly by our ſaid Declaration to be void, and thoſe firſt made 
to remaine onely, ſo that neither now, nor in time-to come the 
aid Offices ſhall againe be eſtabliſhed or ſerled ſave” onely one 
Preſident and thirteen Counſellours, with two for the Court of 
Requeſts, that ſhall be united and incorporated-toithe body of 
-Our ſaid Court ; which Places ſhall be executed by thoſe whom 
the Court ſhall name and make choice for that purpoſe, with all 
honours,dignities,priviledges, to them appertaining,as when they 
were firſt inſtituted, and the ſame penſions alſo to be paid nnto 
them as is uſuall. And Our faid Court of Parliament of Roas is 
alſo hereby required to name and make choice of thoſe Perſons 
that are to be continued within the ſpace of one Month after the 
publiſhing hereof ; and in caſe of default, and the time being ex- 
pired, the ſaid Officers ſhall and may enjoy, and execute their 
ſeverall places, every one according to thecourſe and order of 
their creation according to the number before ſpecified, provi- 
ded that thoſe ſo named and choſen by Our ſaid Court ſhall pay 
into Our private Treaſury, that is to ſay, the Preſident ſeventy 

' thouſand pounds, the thirteene Connſellours thirty thouſand 
pounds ; each of them, and thoſe two for the Court of Requeſts 
twenty thouſand pounds, each one to be paid and diſtributed un- 
to thoſe Officers whoſe Places are aboliſhed, and for overplus, 
in caſe thoſe Monies doe not ſuffice to ſatisfie every one that is ſo 
put out, there ſhall be ſome ſpeedy courſe by Us taken for the

payment thereof, and Our faid Conrt is hereby declared free 
and quit from, any ſuch payments ; neither ſhall they that ſold 
the laid Offices be troubled or moleſted under any 'colour or 
 pret:xt whatſoever, We will and Ordaine, that all, and every 
ſuch Officer ſo ſuppreſſed ſhall enjoy all priviledges, immunities, 
prerogatives, or any other benefit which they may have obtained 
during the time they have enjoyed the ſaid Places, and that they 
ſhall be capable of enjoying other Places and employments as 
they ſhall be able to attaine rhereunro without any further exa- 
mination or ſearch made at the time of their reception, and (hall 
moreover enjoy their ſallarie untill ſuch time as they have recei- 
ved the full payment of ſuch ſummes as was by them paid at the 
time of their creation, their bare Aquittance being a futficient diſ- 
charge for the ſame. | 
And We will and require, that Our Courts of Parliament of 
Paritand Roan cauſe this Declaration to be read, publiſhed, and 
Regiſtred, and the Contents thereof to be kept and obſerved in 
clauſe and branch thereof, all and every one in their Places 
reſpe@ively according to its true intent and meaning ; for ſach 
is Our pleaſure : And that this may be a-firme & conſtant thing, 
We have therefore ſealed theſe preſents with Our owne Scale, -
